1. Personal Bata 

Subject waa bom 5 July 1094 in Rieuty (N50-13# E14-00). Hie parents, both 
deceased, were farmers. He is a widower and haa an 10-year-old son whoa 
he adopted in 1939* DS -636 hae three brothere and three sisters all* of 

whom are living in Germany. He ia a Roman Catholic who attends churoh only 
occasionally. Subjeot waa never a member of the Communist Party. He was, 
however, a member of the NSDAP from 1939 to 1945* During that same period 
he waa also a member of the Allgemelne (civilian) SS and attained the rank 
of Sturmbannfuehrer (major) in that organization. When World Far II ended 
with tha capitulation of Cermany, subject, being a high-ranking government 
official and an officer in the Allgemeine SS waa found to be in the 
automatic arrest category. He was arrested by U5 military authorities ia 
May 1943 and since he was a Czechoslovak national he was turned over to the 
Czechoslovak government for trial. A Czechoslovak court found him guilty 
of war crimes aa a member of the NSDAP and a Sturmbannfuehrer in the 
Allgemeine SS and sentenced him to eight years imprisonment at hard labor. 
He served his full sentence and waa released in August 1953* Subject may ' 
be Interrogated in Czech or Cerman.

He waa employed as manager of the Hau* KunatA.Q., 
furniture factory in Kynsperk nad Ohrl (150-07, 
B12-32). Hia duties entailed complete supervision 
of all the factory’s activities. Hi# starting 
salary was 2,500 crowns per month* final salary was 
5,600 crowns per month. 

Subject was employed by the German Government, 

Ministry of Interior. He was appointed to ths 
position of mayor of the city of Kynapark nad Ohri 
by German occupation authorities. During the period 
1940 to 1942 he Berved with the Waffsn (military) 05, 
but he was still offioially mayor of the oity. His 
aalary was 700 reichsmarks per month; 

Subject was promoted and appointed to the position

Subject was a political prisoner. During this 
period he wae first In HQ Army custody, then in 
Soviet Army ouatody, returned to US Army custody and 
finally turned over to Czechoslovak authorities, 

A politioal prisoner sentenced to hard labor, D 8-636 
was detailed to work aa a laborer at Banska a 
hutni, n.p. (Mines and Foundries Rational Enterprise) 
in Kolia (550-02, E15-12). He was engaged in 
mining antimony. His pay was 0.15 crowns per hour 
and he usually worked about 60 hours a week. 

He wae detailed as a political prisoner to work in 
Cihelna, Cervene Pecky n.p. (Brickworks, Rational 
Enterprise) in Cervene. Pecky (H49“59* EI 5 -I 3 ). Hia 
pay as a manual laborer wae 0.15 crowns per hour 
for an average 60 hour week. 

He waa detailed ae a political prisoner to work in 
the production of at eel at Spojaae ocelamy, n.p. 
(United Steel Works Rational Enterprise) in Kladno. 

He worked as a manual laborer and waa paid 5,000 
crowns (old currency) per month. 

He waa detailed aa a political prisoner to mine hard 
coal in the Czechoslovak Army Coal Mine located in 
Bynholec (550-08 t EI 3 - 55 ). His pay for the month's 
work was 6,000 crowns (old currency). 



Fob. 1951 * June 1953 He wag detailed ae a political prisoner to mine hard 
coal in Bui Fierlingr I and II (Fierlingr Coal Mines 
I and II). Fierlingr I was located in Vinarice 
(550-11, E14-05) and Fierlingr II was located in 
Libuain (550-10, E14-03). His pay was 6,000 crowns 
(old currency^, 1,400 crowns (new currency )^P 0r oonth.

He was detailed aa a political prisoner to nine bard 
coal in the Taavy dul (Dark Coal Kino) located in 
Rtyne (H50-22, E15-53)* Hia pa/ was 1,500 crowns

waa released from imprisonment , 

Subjeot waa employed as a foreman at Spojene 
ooalamy^ n.p, (United Steel Works Rational Enter- 
prise) in Kladno where he had worked as a politioal 
prisoner in 1949* In hie position as foreman he 
supervised the work of a 12-nan team servicing 
three Siemens -Hart in furnaces. His salary was 
2,000 crowns per month*

28-636 appears to be m steady, well balanced Individual, from time to 
time, however, he enjoys making sarcastic remarks concerning what he 
considers ^Western mistakes" in dealing with the USSR during and after 
World War IX. As a former Nazi offioial, he ia still a little bitter 
concerning the treatment he xeoeived in 1945,,i*©*» the fact that he was 
turned over by tho US military authorities first to the Soviets and later 
to the Czechoslovak government. His present willingness to cooperate with 
UB intelligence authorities does not stem from any feeling of friendship. 
Rather, it is motivated by hia intense hatred of Communists in general and 
Czechoslovak Communists in particular. Aside from hia flair for sarcasm, 
28-636 has a pleasant personality and he gives every indication that he 
will cooperate fully in interrogations. Hie Standard Score on the Army 
Hon-Langua go Test indicates above-average native intelligence. His memory 
and powers of observation appear to be very good, in addition to which 
hia drafting ability ia outstanding.
